The Exchange Telegraph re- 
ported in a dispatch from Barcelona 
that masters of seven British ships 
at Barcelona handed a protest 
against the bombings to the British 
Consul at Caldetas, North of 
Barcelona, for-transmission to the 
Foreign Office. 

It was established that Chamber- 
lam has vetoed all proposals put 
forward thus far on the grounds 
that they might easily lead to war. 

The shooting down of fascist 
bombers by British warships or 
planes, the seizure of Franco’s ships 
in reprisal or the bombardment of 
military points would bring about 
the collapse of the policy of non- 
intervention and might ruin Cham- 
berlain's hopes of Mediterranean 
appeasement. The Mediterranean 
plan, built on Chamberlain's pact 
of friendship with Italy, contem- 
plates a Franco victory in Spain. 

Rather than reverse the British 
“non-intervention policy” and risk 
complications with Franco and his 
Nazi-fascist supporters, Chamber- 
lain apparently prefers to recognize 
Franco’s blockade.

EDUCATION NOT ENOUGH 


“Health education and character

Abraham Goldfeld, chairman of the 
housing section of Welfare Council 
and director of Lavanburg Homes, 
congratulated the tenants’ organiza- 
tions for their splendid showing at 
the hearing.

Garner-for-President ‘Boom’ 


Means. Trouble for America 


¢ There is dirty business afoot in the Sen- 
ate office which has been called Garner's 
Kitchen.” 

The New York Herald Tribune, mouth- 
piece of Tory Republicanism, reports with 
great satisfaction in its leading front-page 
news that “a full-fledged movement has 
quietly developed within Democratic ranks 
to bring Vice-President Garner forward as 
the party’s presidential candidate in 1940. 
.. « SO pronounced is this activity that 28 
Senators have already informed Garner that 
they want him to be the next President. 


It was Earl Browder who sharply fo- 


cussed the attention of the country on Gar- 


ner many months ago, when he uttered the 
warning which then seemed so startling to 
many —“if Jefferson had his Aaron Burr, 
Roosevelt has his Garner.”

This was a political service to the cause 
of progressivism in America whose full 
fruits are now beginning to appear in just 
such items as we quoted above. 

For it is a fact that the name of Garner 
has become the rallying point for the con- 
spiracy of Democratic reactionaries to knife 
New Deal democracy, and to nullify the 
American people's historie mandate of 1936.

And this brings us to the immediate 
meaning of the Garner-For-President boom. 

This “boom” is aimed not only at the 
1940 elections. 

It is aimed right here and now at the 
influence of the New Dealers within the 
Democratic Party, with President Roosevelt 
as the leading New Dealer and the leading 
target. 


In carefully organizing this anti-White

In brief, the Garner “boom” is aimed 
at making Garnerism victorious in the 
Democratic pramaries by defeating New 
Dealers for the coming elections, With 
the encouragement and active support of 
the Tory Republicans, it is aimed at pro- 
tecting the die-hard Democrat reaction- 
aries who have aroused the wrath of the 
people for their betrayal of the 1936 man- 
date. 


This scheme, if successful, will bring 
heavy dangers to the people. “The out- 
come of the 1938 elections,” Earl Browder 
emphatically warned in his historic report 
to the 10th Convention of the Communist 
Party, “will determine the immediate di- 
rection of policy in the United States, on 
domestic and foreign policy, in conditions 
of national and world crisis. Clearly, they 
will influence to a great degree the align- 
ment for the Presidential election of 1940, 
and thereby the whole future of America 
and the whole world.”

The Boston Globe in May quoted Garner 
as saying that President Roosevelt’s program 
for jobs was “sheer madness. . it has got 
to stop.” 

Which means that to the millions of 
American heads of families, the Federal re- 
lief and job-projects “have got to stop.” 
That is what lurks behind the Garner- 
for-President “boom” as well as the long- 
range gunning for the New Deal in 1940. 

Let the eyes of the American people fer- 
ret out the dark corners of the “Garner 
Kitehen.”

as well as how the Czechs thwarted Hitler’s 
war threat in the past are discussed in the 
followi#& from the latest issue of the highly 
informative The Week of London: 
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a strengthening of 
the Ministries of Interior and 
War by way of a Cabinet of National Concentration, 
possibly omitting the Agrarians (Czech reactionaries) 
altogether, would be the most desirable step. 

In other words, the fact that the defense of the 
country depends upon the democratic forces, and that 
the democratic and patriotic forces are identical, has 
now become sufficiently obvious to force itself to the 
front as a political axiom. 


The change of the political and strategic map of 


Europe involves quite certainly a very much sharper 
attitude in Prague toward British efforts to secure 


found itself unable to achieve immediately by war. 

Czech frontier defences against Germany are cal- 
culated on the basis of the assumption that: “Under 
modern conditions an attacking force must have, in 
order successfully to. break through strongly, fortified 
positions, a total volume of fire (including aerial fire) 
considerably more than double that at the disposal of 
the defending force.” 

On this assumption, the capacity for resistance of 
the Czechs on the vital frontier areas—and particu- 
larly at the point where the country is narrowest, on 
the borders of Moravia and Skivajua—is adequate to 
face any German force which could conceivably be 
detached for the purpose of such an attack without 
unduly weakening the German forces necessary for 
the main battle on other fronts, and particularly on 
the Rhine. 


It is reckoned that the number of Divisions which 
Czechoslovakia could put into the field at the moment 
of total mobilization is 40 . with a peace- 
time army of 22 eee. 


Possibly most vital of the . which have 
been made during the last couple of months alike in 
Berlin and in Prague regarding the war potential of 
the Czech Army, is the estimate—agreed to by. the 
German General Staff—that Czechoslovakian indus- 
try is by now organized and disposed in such a fashion 
that it will be capable of supplying fully with war 
necessities not only the 40 Czech Divisions, but ap- 
proximately 30 Divisions of the troops:of its Western 
and Eastern allies, 

Carrying the calculations somewhat further, it ‘is 
reckoned in Prague that assuming the maximum pos- 
sible destruction or conquest of Czechoslovakian in- 
dustrial machinery, Czechoslovakia would still—after 
perhaps three weeks of destructive aerial attack and 
certain territorial losses—be in a position where the 
ration of industrial capacity to military needs would 


de higher than in any country in Central or Western 


Europe. 

This is in fact one of the most basic factors in 
the development of the present situation, ang one of 
the most important reasons for the similarity of policy 
existing between the Keitel wing of the German 
General Staff and the British Government: an agree- 


ment that is to say on the desirability of peaceful“ 
penetration (pre-war Nazi activities in Spain) rather 


than immediate military attack. 

It was in fact this knowledge which, together with 
the very frank French warnings in ‘Warsaw, was re- 
sponsible for the very noticeable but hitherto inade- 
quately explained change in Polish policy to Czecho- 
slovakia which took place just before the week-end 
of May 22. 

With plans very nearly complete for the Poles to 
march into the Teschden district of Czechoslovakia
